Mr. Harper has been transferred to the Washington 
coordinating staff of Mr. Emmons. He has been Area 
Director at Window Rock since 1950. He took over the 
Area Director’s duties about the same time that Congress 
passed Navajo-Hopi-Long Range Program. 

Mr. W. Wade Head former Area Director at Anadarko, 
Oklahoma, will become Area Director at Gallup, New 
Mexico, Mr. G. Warren Spaulding will become Superin¬ 
tendent of the Navajo reservation. 

Mr. Harper said, I have a high regard for my suc¬ 
cessors, whom I have known for many years and wish 
them every happiness and success. 

In speaking to the Navajo Council Mr. Harper said 
that it will be only a few years until "the monopoly of 
the Indian Bureau over (Navajo) affairs will be ended, 
and ended for ever." He continued, "I believe that the 
assumption by the tribe of power and responsibility, 
which is now well started, will continue,” Mr. Harper 
advised "Look forward not backward. The problems to¬ 
day and tomorrow cannot be solved in terms of past 
mistakes—New problems are here, and it is wasteful of 
effort to tackle those problems in terms of the old wavs 
of life.” y

Dear Editor, 

I hungrily receive your paner every month and I 
greedily consume its contents from page to page. It’s 
a great paper for the Navajos. 

Being a graduate of Ganado, the letters that the 
various students write impress me. It seems that they 
always stress education to a great degree. But how many 
real educated Navajos do we have? Do we write just to 
have our names reproduced in your paper or because we 
are truly sincere? Let the future answer that. 

After seeing Jesse J. Biakeddy’s picture and letter in 
in your paper, I decided to write too. I wish to com¬ 
mend him for his fine attitude toward his country and 
people. 

This, my letter, is an open letter to all of you bud¬ 
dies who will soon or eventually be amongst us. I am 
not an armed service addict, fanatic, or propagandist. 
I merely wish to show what I feel you boys should know. 
I am looking forward with peeled eyes to the day I will 
be released and relieved by one of you. 

You tender students should think of your country 


besides yourselves. For us boys, regardless of our posi- i 

tion in any school, we inevitably have to accept Uncle 
Sam’s invitation when we reach that awkward age of 
eighteen or so. Let us face it, we cannot dodge it, cheat 
it, or ignore it. It is something all healthy American 
boys should look forward to, like an injection of serum 
to immunize us from a disease, we must take up arms 
to immunize us from any opposing forces. The con¬ 
tagious disease now is communism. 

Before I joined the Navy, I was advised many times 
to try and "get out” if I could. These wretched people 
themselves had never taken up arms but yet pros¬ 
pered by the wars and comfortably sat back and enjoyed 
on unmolested existence.. I say, they make excellent 
disciples of communism. I myself, at the time, did not 
know and so was left in a state of utter confusion. I 
did not know whether to continue with school, enlist, or 
wait to be drafted. 

I enlisted, after I had- graduated from nigh school 
and mildly tasted the routine of a college curriculum. 

I was whisked off as quickly as I had enlisted and 
found myself in San Diego. I was off the reservation and 
in a society* I had never known. Adjusting myself to 
new environment was not easy, it was strange. Now, 
after two years, I have somewhat adjusted myself in my 
new surroundings. It is no longer strange. 

Actually, life off the reservation, in the service is 
an education within itself. I have analyzed our pale 
brothers and they have done likewise with me. Meeting 
them on the streets, buses,.trading posts, and churches 
does not make you know or understand them. You have 
got to sleep, eat, talk, worship, suffer, play, argue, and 
fight with them to know them—and they you. I find we 
know very little about each other. I have often been 
asked if my folks sold blankets by the road side and 
other such idiotic questions. They are sincere, they just 
do not know us. My estimation of our pale brothers was 
certainly not what it is today. I know different now. We 
are all composed alike. Some of us are average, others 
above average, and still others below that. 

We have not strayed off far enough. We have not 
allowed ourselves to be influenced enough by our pale 
brothers. We lack real intimacy with them. 

The service is an excellent place to learn the Eng¬ 
lish language in the vernacular more thoroughly. Their 
cruder colloquial or slang is not always wholesome. 

Often speech reflects on an individual’s character. Whom 
you associate with is left to your own discretion. What 
you pick up is the important thing. I have been fami¬ 
liarized with many new words and some are still foreign 
to me — S ome I will never find use for but others ! shall 
apply. You find that many people feel their rough lan¬ 
guage coats them with steel. 

Should you let your patriotic emotions get the best 
of you and you enlist before you graduate, the armed 
services give you a chance to finish your high school 
education while you are in the service. This program is 
called USAFI—United States Armed Forces Institute. 

USAFI also offers college courses. Rather than intoxi¬ 
cating yourself with dollars worth of "fire water,” ! 
heartily recommend that you intoxicate yourself with 
USAFI. It costs you only two dollars. 

Upon my release from the Navy, Uncle Sam has 
guaranteed me an opportunity to continue with school. 

In closing I wish to say, don’t be alarmed should you 
be abruptly called. Much will not be lost, much can be

NAVAJO TRIBAL COUNCIL BUSINESS 

Bills in United States Congress: 

Mr. Norman Littell, legal council for the Navajo tribe, 
discussed various bills and how they affect Indians. He 
pointed out that there were two classes of legislation; 
(I) those governing Indians legal use of certain things; 
as, fire arms, liquor, etc.; and (2) those freeing Indians 
from federal control. 

Mr. Littell pointed out that in this last class Navajos 
are not affected. This is because 85 per cent of the 
Navajos are illiterate. 

Aside from these groups there are specific bills intro¬ 
duced for a definite purpose. In some cases these bills are 
to end federal control over tribes; as, the Pottowatomis, 
Chippeewa, Menominee, etc. In other cases such bills are 
for transfer of certain function as, health, etc., to other 
agencies. In this connection Littell told council of a 
proposed resolution that would transfer Navajo extension 
to the Department of Agriculture. 

Mr. Littell reminded the council of the Law and Order 
bill (HR 1063) which has already past. This act extends 
the jurisdiction of states courts to Indian reservations in 
some states. It also provides that other states can amend 
their constitution. With amended constitutions a state 
court systems and laws could be extended to Indian reser¬ 
vations within that state. Mr. Littell pointed out that 
Arizona and New Mexico could do this now. However, 
they probably will not because of added responsibility 


and costs. At least two amendments to this act are pro¬ 
posed. These would give final clearance with the tribes 
concerned at present. 

Counci lwoman Anna Wauneka stated that proposed 
legislation should be brought before Tribe for study be¬ 
fore adoption. Mrs. Wauneka felt the President should 
have consulted the Indians affected before he signed 
the above mentioned bill. 

Report of Mr. Allan Harper to Council. 

Mr. Harper told the council about being at the House 
Interior Committee hearings. This is the committee that 
will decide on the San Juan Irrigation Project. He said 
he was in the audience. However, he told how Messers, 
Ahkeah, Gorman and Yazzie had answered many ques¬ 
tions on the floor. These questions were about the 
irrigation project. The group had hopes that Congress 
would approve the project when they left Washington. 

An order has been signed by Assistant Secretary of 
the Interior Orme Lewis about Taylor Grazing District 
7. This order will raise free use permit from 50 to 100 
sheep units. Grazing fees must still be paid but only 
for stock in excess of 100 units. The Navajo Tribe is 
to hejp collect fees. 

The Bimson report recommended a re-evaluation of 
the Long-Range Program. At present most new con¬ 
struction has been stopped until plans can be checked. 
The plans are being checked to see if school facilities, 
etc., can be built more cheaply. 

Mr. Harper testified before the House subcommittee 
on appropriations. He emphasized an adequate Tuber¬ 
culosis control program. The desire of Navajos to in¬ 
crease educational facilities was stressed also. He told 
the committee about the $30,000 Tribal scholarship 
fund. This fund has accounted probably for an increased 
number of Navajos in schools of higher learning. 

Mr. Harper said present figures showed that health 
would get one million more next year. A large part of 
this would be for Tuberculosis. At present there are 
300 beds off-reservation and 100 at Fort Defiance. This 
off-reservation number would be increased. 

Education would be increased $600,000. This would 
cover operation of new schools now under construction. 
At present all new plans for education are not complete. 

In construction a decrease of 2Vz million was pro¬ 
posed. This was because a large amount of funds from 
this year will be carried over for use next year. Money 
is in the proposed budget for dormitories at Kearns Can¬ 
yon which is a Navajo school. Also, a 75 bed hospital 
at Shiprock and an agricultural facility would be 
constructed. 

An appropriation of $937,000 was recommended for 
roads. This is a decrease of $300,000 over this year. 
Under irrigation about $645,000 was earmarked for 
reservation projects. 

Councilman John Lee Simpson said the council was 
interested in developments for future generations. He 
pointed out need for more irrigation, water development 
and schools. He said an adequate school was needed at 
Oljeto. 

Councilman Howard Gorman reviewed the Santa Fe 
contract. He also showed how complex it was to secure 
money for construction of the Shiprock project. Navajo 
people are interested only in the project. Many other 
people are interested in dinosaur bones, national parks, 
etc. In addition other people are interested in getting 
part of the San Juan water. So the problem becomes 
very complex.

NAVAJOS REALIZE BENEFITS OF BRUSH REMOVAL 
PROGRAM 

In the spring of 1953, the Soil and Moisture Branch 
entered into an agreement with the Indian people of 
District 7. This agreement stated that the Soil and Mois¬ 
ture Branch would aid the people in removing sagebrush 
from the area. The people in turn agreed not to over¬ 
graze the cleared areas and to furnish any labor neces¬ 
sary to carry out the project. 

In July of 1953, an Olsen Roto-Beater drawn by a 
farm tractor was moved into the area and the brush 
eradication program started. From July, 1953 through 
December, 1953; 600 acres of sagebrush land was clear¬ 
ed. 

The Olsen Roto-Beater is a very useful and economi¬ 
cal way of clearing sagebrush from rangeland. This 
machine beats the brush into small pieces and spreads 
them evenly over the surface of the soil, where they 
form a mulch. The Olsen Roto-Beater is operated at a 
cost of approximately $2.35 per acre of brush eradi- 

cated. , . , 

The Indian people realize the benefits to be derived 
form the brush eradication. They say: "Now more grass 
can grow and the sheep and horses can reach the grass 
without sticking the dead brush in their eyes; also, the 
brush does not catch the sheep’s wool and pull it off.” 


The brush is not being entirely cleared out. It is being 
cut in strips. Three-hundred foot strips are cut with one- 
hundred foot strips left untouched between these. These 
one-hundred foot strips are left as windbreaks and in 
case of deep snow, they can be use as food. 

One benefit expected from this program is that brush 
will not be there to "snag” the sheep’s wool. 

Here are some figures: last year, the average clip on 
the Navajo Reservation was eight pounds per sheep. The 
people in this area, due to losses on the brush, averaged 
six pounds per sheep. They also were docked $.08 per 
pound of wool because of the low quality. A lot of the 
finer wool from the sides and stomach was lost. 

At $.40 per pound for wool, the average received on 
the Reservation was: $3.20. This area received $1.92 
per clip. This is a loss of $1.28 per sheep. 

Other advantages of the Brush Eradication will be the 
increase in grass, due to eliminating the competition of 
the sagebrush for plant food and water. The increase in 
grass will make heavier larqbs and a larger, better qua¬ 
lity clip. The mulch left by the roto-beater will break 
the force of the raindrops and hold down wind erosion. 
It will help hold the moisture in the soil by reducing 
evaporation. As the brush deteriorates, it is incorporated 
into the soil and forms humus that enriches the soil and 
gradually becomes available for use as food for the grass.

He 
has been chairman of this board for 24 years.
